ture over the proposal to 
finance social security by 
constitutional 
amendment

In both senate and houaa the 


governor waa challenged to back 
up certain charges made against 
members of the lower legislative 
branch opposing submission of the 
amendment. 


Tho senate subsequently adopted 


a resolution by Senator Houghton 
Brownlee of Austin expressing con- 
fidence In the "sincerity, honesty 
and integrity" of O'Daniel. 


The resolution waa adopted 27 


to 0 with three members present 
and not voting. There was no de- 
bate, proponents invoking a par- 
liamentary

which prohibU 
discussion. 


Speakers declared th» governor 


had accused

being liars and 


traitors to the people, denounced 
the pressure being applied In be- 
half of the amendment and assert- 
ed the proposal was hacked by 
powerful special interests.

"put up or shut up." 


"Yesterday the governor nccua* 


ed certain members of the house 
of being Horn',and traitors t» thin 
statq," saidT'Rep, B.' O/ Plfler iJf 
Greenville. "The people 
should 


know who's 
telling 
the 
truth. 


Therefore I challenge the governor 
to appear before the house tomor- 
row in order that this body may 
hear both sides and decide who 
is the liar In this case."

"The 
biggest thing you 


can do is to make good men and 
you may do that by getting inter- 
ested In a good farm and a good 
home," Mr. Orms said. 


"A hundred years ago 
there 


were 20,000 people making their 
living from the soil of Texas,"
